1. Short title , application and commencement. --- 
( 1 ). These rules may be called the Government of 
Goa , Directorate of Health Services, Group B Ga 
zetted post, Recruitment Rules, 1990 . 

(2 ) Application : These rules shall apply to the 
posts specified in Column 1 of the Schedule to these 
rules (hereinafter called as the " said Schedule " ) . 

(3 ) They shall come into force from the date of 
publication in the Official Gazette .

4. Purchase of miscellaneous articles. — Each Mi 
nister may purchase at Government cost and with 
the sanction of the State Government, miscellaneous 
items of articles required for furnishing the resi 
dence, provided that the expenditure on this account 
shall not exceed Rs. 5,000 / - during the period he 
holds the office of Minister and resides at such 
residence .

4. Disqualification . No person who has entered 
into or contracted a marriage with a person having 
a spouse living or who, having a spouse living , has 
entered into or contracted a marriage with any 
person , shall be eligible for appointment to the 
service :

( 1 ) The articles with which a residence of a 

Minister is furnished under rules 3 and 4
